The Clerk then informed the Council that their first duty was 
the election of a Warden.

That in the election of the Warden and more than two are 
nominated and decide to stand for election, the course to be pursued 
shall be as follows: 


The names of the candidates shall be given to the Clerk or 
Chairman immediately and the candidates shall be voted upon in 
the same order as nominated and the candidate receiving a major- 
ity of the votes shall be declared elected. If no majority 
is reached as a result of the aforementioned voting, then the 
name of the candidate receiving the greatest number of votes shall 
be set aside and a further vote shall be taken on the remaining 
candidates, again in the order of nomination and the name of the 
candidate receiving the greatest number of votes shall likewise be 
set aside and so on until the candidate receiving the smallest 
number of votes is determined who shall thereupon be removed 
from the voting; the candidates whose names have been set aside 
shall then be voted upon in the order in which their names have 
been set aside, and in the manner above described, determining and 
removing the names of candidates receiving the least votes in each 
series of voting until only one candidate shall remain who shall 
thereupon be declared as Warden of the County.

Each of the candidates addressed Council and Mr. Shaw re- 
quested that his name be withdrawn. 


The Clerk declared Mr. Speck, Warden of Peel County for the 
year 1968. : 


Mr. Speck was conducted to his chair by his mover and 
seconder. 


The Oath of Office was administered by the Honourable Wm. 
G. Davis, Minister of Education. 


The Clerk then requested that Mr. T. W. Glassford be permit- 
ted to address Council before the Warden took over his duties. Mr. 
Glassford presented the Warden with a gavel. 


The Warden then thanked Reeve Shaw for withdrawing and 
making his election unanimous, and also thanked the other mem- 
bers of Council for their support. 


The Warden outlined many of the problems that would have 
to be dealt with by the Council during the coming year. 


The Warden then called on the Honourable Wm. G. Davis, 
Minister of Education, Members of Council, Mr. Bruce Beer, M.P., 
Mayor Prouse of Brampton, Mayor Saddington of Port Credit, 
Mayor Adamson of Streetsville, and Mrs. Mary Fix, to address 
Council. Each member called on addressed Council congratulating 
the Warden on his election.

shall have been filled. (In such last mentioned balloting, Councillors 
shall mark an “X”’ opposite as many of the tied names (and no more 
or no less) as are required to fill the vacancies on the Committee).

to time, but no renewal thereof shall fall due later than the 31st 
day of May, 1964.

Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows. 


1. Weare in receipt of a letter and assumption plan from the 
Ontario Department of Highways regarding the acquisition of a 
portion of land adjacent to Highway No. 10 in the Township of 
Toronto. We recommend that this be acknowledged and filed. 


2. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Ontario Department 
of Highways regarding the acquisition of portions of land adjacent 
to Highway No. 10 in the Town of Brampton. We recommend that 
this be acknowledged and filed. 


3. A portion of land was purchased by the County of Peel 
in conjunction with the construction of the Peel-Wellington Bridge.

& PERSONNEL COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Legislation, Co-ordination & Personnel 
begs to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Grey petitioning the Provincial Government to introduce legisla- 
tion to enforce automobile insurance in this Province with inclusive 
limits for public liability and property damage in amounts of not 
less than $100,000.00. We recommend that this resolution be 
endorsed. 


2. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Wentworth petitioning the Government of the Province of Ontario 
to take immediate steps to pass legislation which will prohibit the 
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use and sale of mineral based detergents in Ontario. As this matter 
is presently under investigation by the Provincial Government, 
we recommend that this resolution be received. 


3. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Simcoe requesting the Provincial Government to assume the full 
cost of ambulance service for indigents and non residents. We 
recommend that this resolution be received. 


4. We are in receipt of a resolution from the Village of 
Markham requesting the Provincial Government to amend the 
legislation and regulations affecting compensation coverage for 
volunteer firemen. We recommend that this resolution be re- 
ceived. 


). We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Victoria requesting the Provincial Government to increase the 
remuneration for High School Area Representatives. We recom- 
mend that this resolution be received. 


6. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Victoria requesting the Provincial Government to clarify the 
definition of the word ‘Resident’ in Section 34 (1) (a) of the 
Municipal Act. We recommend that this resolution be received. 


7. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Hastings requesting that farm labourers be allowed to contribute 
to, and share in Unemployment Insurance benefits. We recommend 
that this resolution be endorsed. 


8. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Hastings requesting increased grants for winter works pro- 
grammes. We recommend that this resolution be received. 


9. We are in receipt of a resolution from the Township of 
Georgina requesting the Government of Ontario to define the in- 
terpretation of a “householder” as provided for in the Municipal 
Act, Section 34 (1) and Section 34 (3) R.S.O. 1960. We recommend 
that this resolution be received. 
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10. We are in receipt of a letter from Peel Memorial Hos- 
pital in connection with Municipal representation on the Hospital 
Board. This letter was referred to this Committee by the 1962 
Council. We recommend that the County Clerk be instructed to 
write Peel Memorial Hospital requesting that their By-laws be 
amended so that the only Municipal representation on the Board 
of Governors of Peel Memorial Hospital would be the two members 
appointed by Peel County Council. 


11. Your Committee has reviewed the fringe benefits for 
County employees as adopted by Peel County Council at the Dec- 
ember session, 1962. We recommend that the Children’s Aid 
Society be sent a copy of the County fringe benefits for their in- 
formation. As the Children’s Aid Society is a corporate body out- 
side the jurisdiction of the County Council, your committee felt 
that this Council was not in a position to make specific recom- 
mendations with respect to fringe benefits to the Children’s Aid 
Society Board. 


12. We recommend that the Health Unit Board be informed 
that it is the intention of this Council to enforce the standard 
County Fringe Benefits as far as Health Unit employees are con- 
cerned. We further recommend that the present nursing staff of 
Peel County Health Unit be given a choice of accepting a $100.00 
per annum increase in salary on the understanding that they would 
come under the standard fringe benefits.

names. If the aforementioned balloting produces a tie or ties 
making it impossible to determine five winning councillors those 
having a clear majority shall be declared elected to the Striking 
Committee and a further ballot or ballots (supplied by the Clerk- 
Treasurer) shall be taken on only those councillors who have 
tied for the vacant seats on the Committee until all seats thereon 
shall have been filled. (In such last mentioned balloting, Councillors 
shall mark an “‘X” opposite as many of the tied names (and no more 
or no less) as are required to fill the vacancies on the Committee).

Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of a letter and plan from the Ontario 
Department of Highways transferring a portion of Highway No. 9 
to the Townships of Caledon and Mono. We recommend that this 
be acknowledged and filed. 


2. We are in receipt of a letter and plan from the Ontario 
Department of Highways assuming road widenings adjacent to 
Highway No. 10 in the Town of Brampton. We recommend that 
this be acknowledged and filed. 


3. The Committee has reconsidered the request of the Agri- 
culture Representative for the erection of snow fence at the site of 
the 1963 International Plowing Match. We recommend that the 
Association be advised that the necessary fence and posts will be 
supplied and erected by the Road Department. 
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4. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Village of Bolton 
regarding proposed works to the King Street drain. We recommend 
that this be referred to the Engineer for consideration and reply. 


do. An Ontario Municipal Board hearing was held to determine 
the compensation for lands expropriated from Mr. William Kelly of 
Dixie Road. The hearing has not as yet been completed. The Com- 
mittee has considered the possibility of settling this claim. The 
following resolution was passed by your Committee: ‘Resolved that 
the County Solicitor be instructed to offer without prejudice the 
sum of $1,500.00 for compensation for !ands expropriated from Mr. 
Kelly on Dixie Road in the Township of Toronto.” We recommend 
the approval of this resolution. 


6. The Committee has met with a representative of the Ontar- 
io Department of Transport regarding By-law 1687 designating 
certain speed zones on the County Road system. The Department 
have recommended certain changes which have been considered 
and approved by the Committee. We recommend that By-Law 1687 
be repealled and that the necessary By-Law incorporating these 
changes be passed at this session of Council. 


7. The Committee has considered and adopted the 1963 
Salary Schedule. A copy of this Schedule as submitted to the 
Finance Committee for consideration is attached for the informa- 
tion of Council. 


8. The following resolutions were passed and submitted 
to the Finance Committee for consideration: ‘That the Assistant 
County Engineer’s Salary be adjusted from $8,000.00 to $8,500.00 
per annum effective January Ist, 1963.” “That the County Engin- 
eer’s Salary be increased from $10,200.00 per annum to $10,600.00 
per annum effective January Ist, 1963.” 


9. The Committee met with the Reeve and Deputy-Reeve of 
the Village of Bolton regarding the Hickman Street Bridge. We 
recommend that this bridge not be assumed by the County of Peel 
as the structure as being constructed does not meet the require- 
ments of the County bridge assumption By-law. We further recom-

entation to the Metropolitan Toronto Conservation Authority out-

GENERAL PURPOSES — 1 — The first column for general 
purposes includes all items of estimated expenditure, other than 
those specifically referred to hereafter, after deducting all items 
of estimated revenue other than grants, subsidies and other 
revenues in respect of road construction and maintenance. 


GENERAL PURPOSES — 2 — The second column for general 
puposes includes all items of estimated expenditure in respect of 
the purposes mentioned in section 295 of The Municipal Act, other 
than education, after deducting any estimated revenue from grants 
or subsidies applicable thereto.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. The Committee has considered a recommendation of a 
Coroner’s Inquest Report regarding the restriction of parking at 
the intersection of County Road No. 7 and County Road No. 9 
(Sandhill). The recommendation of the Committee is that the 
necessary No Parking By-Law be passed at this session of Council 
and that the Department of the Attorney General be so advised. 


2. An expropriation plan filed by the County of Peel in 1947 
has been found to include two small parcels of land not included in 
a subsequent expropriation in 1957. These two parcels of land have 
not been included in the road allowance and to clarify the title to 
the adjacent properties, the following resolution was passed by 
the Committee: 


“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign 
the Plan of Abandonment of Part of the East Half of Lot 10, 
Concession 5 and Part of the West Half of Lot 10, Concession 6, 
in the Township of Albion.” 


We recommend the approval of this resolution. 
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3. Negotiations are underway for the aquisition of road 
widenings on Steeles Avenue between Highway No. 10 and Dixie 
Road. The Committee feel that it may be necessary to file an 
expropriation plan on portions of this road allowance prior to the 
next session of Council to expedite the aquisition of the necessary 
widenings. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign 
the Plan of Expropriation for road widenings on Steeles Avenue, 
County Road No. 15 from Highway No. 10 to Dixie Road.”

REPORT OF THE COUNTY ASSESSOR 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Pursuant to the authority and direction of Section 93 (1) of the 
Assessment Act R.S.O. 1960 I beg leave to report as follows: 


For the first time since 1955 I find it necessary to make ad- 
justments to the actual assessments for the proposed equalization 
schedule. For the past two years I have recommended that a re- 
assessment of land be made by the assessors in all municipalities in 
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the County. However, only Port Credit made the re-assessment of 
land in 1962, resulting in an increase in land assessment of ap- 
proximately 170 per cent over the previous year. The assessments 
in the other nine municipalities within the County have, in my 
Opinion, been prepared with enough uniformity that each will have 
the same factor for County equalization. A separate sheet has been 
prepared for the members of Council, to show the method used in 
finding the equalization factors for use in the schedule which forms 
a basis for the equalization by-law. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has been increased 
from 166,278,305 in 1962 to 183,210,451 in 1963 or 10.183 per cent, 
and the population has increased from 112,854 in 1962 to 119,819 in 
1963; or an increase of 6.17 per cent. 


The percentage increase of assessment in each municipality in 
order of greater percentage increase and amount of increase in 
dollars is as follows:

The re-assessment of land in Port Credit points up the need 
for re-assessment of land in the other municipalities. Comparing the 
Town of Port Credit assessment with the Town of Brampton it is 
found that despite the fact that the Town of Brampton is more than 
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three times greater in population and has a building assessment 
over three times greater than Port Credit, the total land assessment 
in Port Credit now exceeds the total land assessment in Brampton. 
However, the assessors have decided not to make a re-assessment 
of land in 1963 pending the decision of the County Council to adopt 
or reject passing a By-law to appoint a County Assessment Commis- 
sioner. Present plans are to make the re-assessment of land in 1964 
whether under County Commissioner or County Assessor. 


The Minister of Municipal Affairs has stated that a new Assess- 
ment Manual based on 1962 costs will be published this year, and 
judging from the information issued to date it should be invaluable 
to the assessors throughout the Province and should also improve 
the spot checking done by the Provincial assessors for school grant 
purposes. 


In addition to the schedule for guidance in passing the Equal- 
ization By-law, a schedule showing the breakdown of the various 
classes of assessment for each municipality, and the percentage 
each class bears to the total assessment is attached hereto. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all officials and 
members of Council for their kind co-operation and assistance dur- 
ing the past year.

THE CORPORATION OF THE COUNTY OF PEEL 
BY-LAW NUMBER 1716 
Authorizing Speed Limits 
WHEREAS subsection 6a of section 59 of the Highway Traffic 
Act (R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) authorizes the Council of a Township 
or County by by-law to prescribe a lower or higher rate of speed for 
motor vehicles on a highway or portion of highway under its juris- 
diction that is not within a built-up area, urban area or suburban 
district than is prescribed in clause a of sub-section 1 of section 59, 
but such rate of speed shall not be less than 35 miles per hour or 
more than 60 miles per hour; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the speed limit 
for motor vehicles upon certain highways under the jurisdiction of 
the Corporation of the County of Peel be either decreased or in- 
creased or both; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel enacts as follows: 

1. No person shall drive a motor vehicle upon the highways 
or portions of highways designated in Schedules “A’’, “B’’, “C”’ and 
“D” appended hereto, at greater rates of speed than the rates of 
speed prescribed in the schedules. 


2. This by-law shall not become effective until approved by 
the Department of Transport.

Restricting Parking 


The Council of the Corporation of the County of Peel enacts 
as follows: 


DEFINITIONS 
For the purpose of this by-law:- 


Park means the standing of a vehicle, whether occupied or 
not, otherwise than temporarily for the purpose of and while actu- 
ally engaged in loading and unloading. 


Street or highway includes a common or public highway, 
street, avenue, parkway, driveway, square, place, bridge, viaduct or 
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trestle, designed and intended for, or used by, the general public 
for the passage of vehicles. 


Vehicle includes a motor vehicle, trailer, traction engine, farm 
tractor, road-building machine and any vehicle drawn, propelled or 
driven by any kind of power, including muscular power, but not 
including the cars of electric or steam railways, running only 
upon rails. . 


PARKING RESTRICTIONS 


When properly worded signs have been erected and are on 
display no person shall park a vehicle on the highways or parts 
of highways.

MAY REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of letters from the Department of Mun- 
icipal Affairs, the Ontario Municipal Association, the Metropolitan 
and Toronto Region Conservation Authority and the Office of the 
Prime Minister of Ontario in reply to letters from the Committee 
regarding the distribution of expenditures for the construction of 
access roads to Conservation Areas. We recommend that these be 
pursued without delay. 


2. We are in receipt of the approval of By-law No. 1724 the 
Normal Construction and Maintenance By-Law from the Ontario 
Department of Highways in the amount of $1,000,000.00 We recom- 
mend that this be filed. 
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3. We are in receipt of the approval of By-law No. 1735 the 
No Parking By-law on County Road No. 7 from the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Transport. We recommend that this be filed and that the 
Engineer be instructed to have the necessary No Parking signs 
erected in accordance with this By-Law. We further recommend 
that certified copies of this By-Law be forwarded to the Townships 
of Chinguacousy and Albion and to the Ontario Provincial Police. 


4. Weare in receipt of the approval of By-Law No. 1719 from 
the Ontario Department of Highways regarding the salary of the 
County Engineer. We recommend that this be filed. 


>. Weare in receipt of a statement regarding the subsidy pay- 
ment for the 1962 expenditures from the Ontario Department of 
Highways. The subsidy received for. the 1962 expenditures is 
$1,093,355.54. We recommend that this be filed. 


6. Weare in receipt of a letter from the County Solicitor re- 
garding the transfer of lands in conjuncion with the relocation of 
the Malton Airport Road. We recommend that this be filed. 


7. We are in receipt of a copy of the completed agreement 
between the Department of Transport and the County of Peel re- 
garding the transfer of a road widening on the Airport Road to the 
County of Peel. We recommend that this be filed. 


8. In conjunction with the improvement of the Malton Air- 
port Road from the Etobicoke boundary to the new Terminal 
Entrance it has been necessary for the County to obtain a road 
widening. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
plan of expropriation for part of the West half of Lot 5, Con. 7 
E.H.S., Township of Toronto.” We recommend the approval of this 
resolution. 


9. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Brampton Golf Club 
Limited requesting permission to erect directional signs indicating 
the location of the new Brampton Golf Course. We recommend that 
this be referred to the Engineer. 
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10. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of 
Essex regarding an increase in the % mill levy contributed by 
Cities and Separated Towns to Suburban Road Commission. We 
recommend that this be received and that further consideration be 
given to this matter. 


11. We are in receipt of Board Order No. 110896 from the 
Board of Transport Commissioners for Canada regarding the re- 
location of reflectorized crossing signs at the Canadian National 
Railway and Dixie Road crossing. We recommend that this be 
acknowledged and filed. 


12. Tenders were received for the supply of Maintenance 
Gravel at various locations throughout the County. The following 
resolution was passed by your Committee: “Resolved that the 
tenders received for the supply of maintenance gravel be accepted 
as per tenders submitted as follows: 


Area No. 1 — Armstrong Bros. Ltd. — $1.39 per ton 
Area No. 2 — Armstrong Bros. Ltd. — $1.19 per ton 
Area No. 3 — W. R. Greenley — $0.72 per ton 

Area No. 4 — Armstrong Bros. Ltd. — $1.11 per ton 


Subject to the approval of the Department of Highways.” 
We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


13. Tenders were received for the supply of Bituminous 
Materials. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the tender received for Contract: Bituminous 
Materials — 1963, the supply and application of bituminous mat- 
erials be accepted as per tender submitted by Peel Construction 
Co. Ltd. at unit prices totalling $71,485.00. Subject to the approval 
of the Department of Highways.” We recommend the approval of 
this resolution. 


14. Prequalified tenders were received for the paving of 
County Roads numbered 4 and 7. The following resolution was 
passed by your Committee: “Resolved that the tender received for 
Contract Paving — 1963, the paving of Dixie Road from Derry 
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Road East to Steeles Avenue and the paving of the 6th Line East in 
the Village of Caledon East be accepted as per tender submitted by 
Peel Construction Co. Ltd. at unit prices totalling $114,514.00 
Subject to the approval of the Department of Highways.” We 
recommend the approval of this resolution. 


15. Tenders were received for the supply of two % ton 
pickup trucks. The following resolution was passed by your 
Committee: “Resolved that the tender received for the supply of 
two Chevrolet half ton pick-up trucks with two 1960 Ford half ton 
pick-up trucks as trade-in be acceped as per tender submitted by 
Howard Elliott Motors Ltd., at a net price of $2,280.67 Subject to 
the approval of the Department of Highways.” We recommend the 
approval of this resolution. 


16. Prequalified tenders were received for the construction 
of the Golf Club Bridge. The following resolution was passed by 
your Committee: “Resolved that the tender received for Contract 
No. B-15K-63, the construction of the Steeles Avenue Golf Club 
Bridge, be accepted as per tender submitted by McNamara Con- 
struction of Ontario Ltd. at unit prices totalling $68,142.28. Sub- 
ject to the approval of the Department of Highways.”’ We recom- 
mend the approval of this resolution. 


17. The Ontario Department of Highways are disposing of 
a surplus parcel of land at the intersection of Highway 401 and the 
Derry Road West. The Committee feel that it would be advisable 
to purchase a future road widening before this land is sold. The 
following resolution was passed by your Committee: ‘Whereas it 
is deemed advisable to purchase a future road widening from the 
Ontario Department of Highways, being Part Lot 11, Concession 
5 W.H.S., Township of Toronto. Be it resolved that the sum of $1.00 
be offered to the Department for this widening and that a formal 
application be made for this purchase.” We recommend the approv- 
al of this resolution. 


18. The Committee has considered the matter of compen- 
sation for lands expropriated in conjunction with the realignment 
of the Cawthra Road and Burnhamthorpe intersection. The follow- 
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ing resolution was passed by your Committee: ‘Resolved that 
the County Solicitor be authorized to accept on behalf of the 
County, the offer to pay compensation in the amount of $12,000.00 
for lands expropriated from Mr. McClelland at the intersection of 
Cawthra Road and Burnhamthorpe Road. Be it further resolved 
that the County Treasurer be instructed to issue the necessary 
cheque plus interest to Davis, Davis & Webb in Trust.” We recom. 
mend the approval of this resolution. 


19. The Committee has considered the matter of a road 
widening, a strip of land 10x265’, on County Road No. 7 in the 
Police Village of Malton. This widening obtained in 1952 has not 
been included in the County Road System and payment has not 
been made to the registered owner. The following resolution was 
passed by your Committee: “Resolved that the Warden and Clerk 
be authorized to sign the plan of expropriation for part of the West 
half of Lot 11, Con. 7 E.H.S., Township of Toronto.” We recom- 
mend the approval of this resolution and further recommend that 
the Land Purchaser be instructed to attempt to negotiate a settle- 
ment to compensate the owner for this widening. 


20 The Committee has considered a request of Council to 
include specific construction and extraordinary maintenance pro- 
jects in the Winter Works program and therefore be eligible for 
grants from the Federal Government. The recommendation of 
the Committee is that since the requirements of this scheme make 
it impractical to include projects of the nature that are eligible for 
these grants, that no action be taken regarding this matter. 


21. The Committee wish to advise that the Annual Road 
Inspection will be held on Thursday, June 6, 1963, commencing at 
the County Buildings at 9.00 A.M. All members of Council are 
requested to attend. 


22. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the County Engineer be instructed to meet with the 
appropriate officials of the Municipal Roads Branch of the Ontario 
Department of Highways to jointly prepare an overall plan of 
the County Road System to co-ordinate the road system with that 
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of the other road authorities and to recommend any immediate or 
future changes in the present system.” We recommend approval 


of this resolution.

JUNE REPORT OF THE CHILDREN’S AID COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Children’s Aid begs to report as follows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on 
the attached pay sheet totalling $9,940.27. 


2. Reports were given on the following: 


(a) Mr. Matheson re Child Welfare League Conference. 

(b) Ontario Association Children’s Aid Societies (C. F. Kline 
appointed Director for 3 years and Treasurer for 3 years.) 

(c) Ontario Welfare Council 

(d) Ontario Conference on Children 


3. Authority was given for the employment on the staff on 
an experimental basis of a full time home maker. This would be 
used as an alternative to children coming into care of the Society 
on a preventive basis and would not overlap with the Red Cross 
programme of Homemakers. 


4. Mr. L. Matheson was appointed Acting Manager and Act- 
ing Local Director, during the Manager’s holidays in July. 


5. The Manager was authorized to develop with the County 
a mutually satisfactory arrangement for meeting the requirements 
of County participation in the administration of the Homemaker 
Services Act. 


6. The Board favours the inclusion of Society personnel in 
the Municipal Employees Pension Plan, if such can be arranged 
and authorized. The Manager is to take preliminary steps in this 
regard and in relation to whatever it requires in discussion with 
the County or the Association of Children’s Aid Societies. 
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7. Authority was given for the purchase of a rotor index 
wheel. 


8. The Board endorsed the stand of the Manager in declining 
responsibility for placement of babies born to girls at Armagh, the 
Presbyterian Home for Girls at Clarkson, who come direct from out 
of the Province and whose care at Armagh has been pre-arranged 
by that institution. 


9. The Manager’s report indicated an increase in the number 
of children in care requiring specialized institutional treatment 
and also a sharp increase in the number of unmarried parent sit- 
uations, requiring service from the Society.

JUNE REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of the approvals of By-Law Nos. 1725 
and 1726 in the amounts of $212,00¢C.00 and $1,275,000.00 respec- 
tively from the Ontario Department of Highways. We recommend 
that these be filed. 


2. Weare in receipt of the approval from the Ontario Munici- 
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pal Board regarding the sale of debentures in the amount of 
$600,000.00 for the Capital Construction By-Law No. 1726 in the 
amount of $1,275,000.00. We recommend that this be filed. 


3. We are in receipt of an advance subsidy payment in the 
amount of $258,100.00 from the Ontario Department of Highways. 
We recommend that this be filed. 


4. We are in receipt of a letter from the Minister of High- 
ways regarding a study to be made by the Counties to update the 
“Needs Study” performed in 1957. A meeting is to be held on Fri- 
day, June 21, 1963, to further outline the purposes of this study. 
We recommend that this letter be filed and that the Warden, the 
Chairman of the Road Committee and the Engineer attend this 
meeting. 


5. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Minister of Highways 
in reply to a letter from the Committee regarding the reconstruc- 
tion of Mississauga Road between Highway No. 2 and the Queen 
Elizabeth Way. The Minister advised that since this road was used as 
a detour by the Department that the Department will assume 75% 
of the total cost for the resurfacing of the travelled portion of the 
road. We recommend that this be filed and that the Engineer be in- 
structed to prepare an estimate for this work. 


6. Weare in receipt of two letters from the Credit Valley Con- 
servation Authority in reply to a letter from the Committee regard- 
ing access roads to Conservation Areas. The Authority have advised 
that they have formed a Committee to meet with the Road Commit- 
tee to further discuss this matter. We recommend that this Commit- 
tee of the Authority be invited to attend the next meeting of the 
Road Committee. 


7. We are in receipt of a letter from the Credit Valley Con- 
servation Authority regarding the Cheltenham Mill Street Bridge. 
The Authority have advised that the river has been filled in ad- 
jacent to the new bridge making the river hazardous for swimming. 
We recommend that this be referred to the Engineer. 


8. Weare in receipt of the Audit Report on the Road Expen- 
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ditures for 1962 from the Ontario Department of Highways. We 
recommend that this be filed. 


9. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada regarding the Anti-whistling By-Law in 
the Township of Toronto and the Town of Streetsville. We recom- 
mend that this be referred to the Engineer. 


10. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Agriculture Repre- 
sentative for Peel County thanking the Committee for the co-opera- 
tion in arranging to have snow fence erected at the site of the 
plowing match. We recommend that this be filed. 


11. We are in receipt of a resolution from the Township of 
Toronto Gore requesting the County to assume No. 5 Sideroad be- 
tween Highways No. 7 and 50 as a County Road. We recommend 
that consideration to this request be deferred until the report re- 
garding the County Road System that was authorized at the last 
session of Council has been received and considered. 


12. The Committee have found it advisable to abandon some 
240 square feet of road widening on Steeles Avenue. The following 
resolution was passed by your Committee: “Resolved that the 
Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the plan of abandonment 
for a parcel of land 4’ x 60’ being part of Lot 15, Con. 2 E.H.S., 
Township of Toronto.” We recommend the approval of this resolu- 
tion. 


13. The negotiations to acquire road widenings in conjunction 
with the Cheltenham Mill Street Bridge have been satisfactorily 
completed. The following resolution was passed by your Commit- 
tee: “Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
plan of expropriation for a road widening on Mill Street in Chel- 
tenham, being part of East half of Lot 29, Con. 4 W.H.S., Township 
of Chinguacousy.” We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


14. A road widening on Cawthra Road has not been incorpor- 
ated into the County Road system. The following resolution was 
passed by your Committee: “Resolved that the Warden and Clerk 
be authorized to sign the plan of expropriation for a road widening 
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on Cawthra Road, being part of Lot 10, Con. II S.D.S., Township 
of Toronto.” We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


15. The negotiations to determine compensation for road 
widenings on Steeles Avenue have indicated a reluctance on the 
part of the property owners to accept $1,500.00 per acre as the 
basic rate for settlement purposes. This figure has been substan- 
tiated by an independent appraisal. The Committee therefore feel 
it would be advisable to proceed with a Municipal Board hearing 
on one of these properties. The following resolution was passed by 
your Committee: “Resolved that the County Solicitor be instructed 
to request and to proceed with an Ontario Municipal Board Hearing 
to determine the compensation for lands expropriated from Edith 
Muriel Wilkinson, for the widening of Steeles Avenue.” We recom- 
mend the approval of this resolution. 


16. We are in receipt of a letter from the County Engineer 
of the County of Halton advising that Halton County does not con- 
sider it necessary to reconstruct the 6th Line West between 22 
Sideroad and Terra Cotta. The Committee had previously re- 
quested the opinion of Halton County since a delegation of residents 
from the Terra Cotta area had attended a Committee meeting and 
requested that this road be paved. We recommend that the delega- 
tion be advised of the opinion of Halton County and that this letter 
be filed. 


17. We are in receipt of a letter from the Corporation of the 
Township of Toronto requesting the County to replace or repair any 
sidewalks that are damaged by construction works on County roads. 
We recommend that the Township be advised that it has been the 
policy of the County to do this on all construction projects. 


18. Tenders were received for the supply of two tractors and 
mowers. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the tender received for the supply of two tractors 
and mowers be accepted as per tender submitted by Hopper’s Farm 
Service at a net price of $5,525.23. Subject to the approval of the 
Department of Highways.’ We recommend the approval of this 
resolution. 
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19. Tenders were received for the supply of one portable 
compressor. The following resolution was passed by your Commit- 
tee: ‘Resolved that the tender received for the supply of one com- 
pressor be accepted as per tender submitted by Compressed Air 
Equipment Ltd., at a net price of $2,586.33. Subject to the approval 
of the Department of Highways.”’ We recommend the approval of 
this resolution. 


20. Tenders were received for Contract No. 14H-63. The 
following resolution was passed by your Committee: ‘“‘Resolved that 
the tender received for Contract No. 14H-63, the grading and ap- 
plication of granular base on 17 Sideroad West be accepted as per 
tender submitted by Armstrong Bros. Co., Ltd., at unit prices to- 
talling $98,770.00 Subject to the approval of the Department of 
Highways.”’ We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


21. We are in receipt of a petition from the residents of the 
Churchville area requesting the Committee to open the Church- 
ville bridge to vehicular traffic. It was necessary to close this bridge 
since it was considered unsafe by the Engineering Department. The 
Committee has considered various proposals as outlined in a re- 
port from the Engineer that is attached for the information of 
Council. The following resolution was passed by the Committee: 
“Resolved that the Engineer be instructed to proceed with the 
temporary repairs to the Churchville bridge at an estimated cost of 
$18,500.00” We recommend the approval of this resolution.

Chairman and Members of the Road Committee: 
RE: Churchville Bridge 
Gentlemen: 


Subsequent to the Road Committee meeting held on Tuesday, 
June 11, 1963, we have had an opportunity to consider the sugges- 
tions and the resolution adopted by the Committee, regarding the 
above noted structure. 


We have discussed the possibility of the Credit Valley Conser- 
vation Authority proceeding with their proposed works at the 
bridge site with Mr. J. W. Murray, of the Department of Planning 
and Development. Mr. Murray advised that in his opinion there 
would be no possibility of this work commencing before 1966. We 
have also discussed this matter with Mr. C. E. Spearin, the Field 
Officer of the Credit Valley Conservation Authority. Mr. Spearin 
also indicated that in all probability no work could be commenced 
by the Authority for at least three (8) years. 


These opinions in addition to those previously expressed by 
Mr. R. MacMillan, Chairman of the Authority, would indicate that 
any temporary repairs, or the erection of a Bailey Bridge should 
be designed for at least a period of 4 to 5 years. 


The question of obtaining a Bailey Bridge from the Ontario 
Department of Highways has also been considered. The existing 
bridge superstructure is adequate, it is the condition of the abut- 
ments that necessitated the closing of the bridge. We feel that 
temporary repairs can be made utilizing the existing superstruc- 
ture more economically than by using a Bailey Bridge. The previous 
estimate of $50,000.00 was for the replacement of one concrete 
abutment, the underpining of the other and the utilization of the 
existing superstructure. 

It would now appear that a permanent repair such as this 


would not be warranted. We have determined that the west abut- 
ment can be replaced by a timber pile abutment and the bridge 
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opened to traffic for some $18,500.00. We would like to emphasize 
however that it would be necessary to restrict the load limit to 5 
tons and that the timber pile abutment will deteriorate rapidly 
and will be satisfactory for a limited time only, at the most a period 
of 10 years. 


The question of a new location for this structure to accommo- 
date the Authority’s scheme requires clarification. If a new struc- 
ture is built in accordance with the recommendations of the Author- 
ity it will be in the same location as the present structure. The 
estimate previously submitted for a new structure at this location 
in the amount of $260,000.00 is for a structure that will require no 
alteration when the proposals of the Authority are completed. 


In summary there would appear to be three alternatives. 


1. The complete removal of the present structure. 


2. Temporary repairs to the present structure, designed to 
accommodate vehicles up to 5 tons and designed for a 
period of approximately 8 years — estimated cost 
$18,500.00. 

3. The construction of a complete new structure to meet the 
hydrology requirement — estimated cost $260,000.00. 


It would appear that the Conservation Authority are not in a 
position to participate in the construction of a new structure at 
this time. Therefore if it is the opinion of the Committee that a 
structure is required at this location it would be advantageous to 
proceed with the temporary repairs as outlined above and to ne- 
gotiate with the Authority to participate in the construction of a 
new structure to coincide with their proposed works at some future 
date. 


The foregoing is submitted for the consideration of the Com- 
mittee.

JULY REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. The Committee met with representatives of the Credit 
Valley Conservation Authority to discuss. the question of access 
roads to Conservation Areas. The recommendation of the Com- 
mittee is that a future meeting be held with the Authority to jointly 
prepare a brief for submission to the annual meeting of the Chair- 
men of all the Ontario Conservation Authorities. 


2. Weare in receipt of a letter and assumption plan from the 
Ontario Department of Highways assuming a small parcel of land 
adjacent to Highway No. 2 in the Township of Toronto. We recom- 
mend that this be acknowledged and filed. 


3. The Committee met with representatives of the Con- 
sumer’s Gas Company Limited regarding the installation of a gas 
main in Malton. The following resolution was passed by the Com- 
mittee: “Resolved that the Consumers’ Gas Company Limited be 
advised that the proposed installation of a 30” gas main in the 
Police Village of Malton will not be permitted to interfere with the 
paved portion of the road’. We recommend the approval of this 
resolution. 


4. The Committee considered the request of the Town of 
Streetsville to have a portion of Thomas Street reconstructed. The

recommendation of the Committee is that since no provision for 
this work was made in the Construction By-laws that this work not 
be undertaken in 1963. We further recommend that the inclusion of 
this project in the 1964 Construction By-law be recommended to 
the 1964 Road Committee. 


Do. A petition from the residents of Cawthra Road im- 
mediately north of Burnhamthorpe Road regarding the speed limit 
on Cawthra Road has been considered by the Committee. The re- 
commendation of the Committee is that the existing 50 M.P.H. 
speed zone be reduced to a 35 M.P.H. speed zone from Burnham- 
thorpe Road north a distance of 2600 ft. and that the necessary 
amending By-law be passed at this session of Council. 


6. Weare in receipt of the approval of By-law No. 1708 from 
the Ontario Department of Transport establishing speed zones in 
the Town of Streetsville. We recommend that this be filed. 


7. We are in receipt of a letter from the Department of 
Transport advising that the Department is in agreement in prin- 
ciple to the release of a 27 ft. widening strip to the County of Peel 
for road widening purposes adjacent to the Toronto International 
Airport. The Department has requested certain land plans and an 
undertaking from the County relieving the Department from all 
costs for any relocation or protection of Department of Transport 
utilities located on this land. We recommend that the Engineer be 
instructed to forward the necessary plans and to advise the Depart- 
ment that any costs incurred for the relocation or protection of De- 
partment of Transport utilities on the land in question will be as- 
sumed by the County of Peel. 


8. We are in receipt of a letter from the Ontario Municipal 
Board advising that the hearing to determine compensation for 
lands expropriated from Messrs. R. C. Southgate and Harry Arch of 
Streetsville will be held on October 24, 1963, at the Court House in 
the Town of Brampton.

CORPORATION OF THE COUNTY OF PEEL 
BY-LAW NUMBER 1708 
Authorizing Speed Limits 


WHEREAS subsection 6a of section 59 of the Highway Traffic 
Act (R.S.0. 1960, Chapter 172) authorizes the council of a town- 
ship or county by by-law to prescribe a lower or higher rate of 
speed for motor vehicles on a highway or portion of highway under 
its jurisdiction that is not within a built-up area, urban area or su- 
burban district than is prescribed in clause a of subsection 1 of 
section 59, but such rate of speed shall not be less han 35 miles per 
hour or more than 60 miles per hour; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the speed limit 
for motor vehicles upon certain highways under the jurisdiction 
of the County of Peel be either decreased or increased or both; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel enacts as follows: 


1. No person shall drive a motor vehicle upon the highways 
or portions of highways designated in Schedules “A” and ‘“B” 
appended hereto, at greater rates of speed than the rates of speed 
prescribed in the schedules. 


2. This by-law shall not become effective until approved by 
the Department of Transport.

AUGUST REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Credit Valley Con- 
servation Authority regarding the harmful effects of roadside 
weed spraying. We recommend that this be referred to the En- 
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gineer and the County Weed Inspector and that further 
consideration be given to this matter by the Committee. 


2. We are in receipt of a resolution from the Township of 
Caledon requesting the County to make any necessary alterations 
to the intersection of County Roads No. 10 and 11 in Belfountain. 
We recommend that this be referred to the Engineer. 


3. We are in receipt of Board Order No. 111662 from the 
Board of Transport Commissioners for Canada regarding altera- 
tions to the existing protection at the Canadian National Railway 
crossing with Steeles Avenue. We recommend that this be acknow- 
ledged and filed. 


4. We are in receipt of a copy of By-law No. 4391 of the 
Township of Toronto assenting to By-law No. 1747 of the County 
of Peel wherein the County assumed a bridge into the County 
system being located in Lot 14, between Concessions 1 and 2 E.H.S. 
in the Township of Toronto. We recommend that this be filed. 


5. We are in receipt of By-law No. 4398 from the Township 
of Toronto being an Anti-Whistling By-law in the Streetsville Area. 


The Township have been requested by the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada to have this By-law ratified by the 
County of Peel since one of the crossings in question is under the’ 
jurisdiction of the County. We recommend that the necessary 
By-Law be passed at this session of Council. 


6. The Committee have considered the allocation of the costs 
to be incurred in the lowering of a watermain on Cawthra Road 
between Highway No. 5 and Burnhamthorpe Road in conjunction 
with the reconstruction of this road.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads Beg to report as follows: 


1. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Township of Toronto 
requesting the County to pass a By-law to restrict heavy vehicles 
from using that portion of Mississauga Road between Highway No. 
2 and the Queen Elizabeth Way. We recommend that this be refer- 
red to the County Solicitor to determine if the County has the 
necessary authority to pass a By-law of this type. 


2. Weare in receipt of the approval of By-law No. 1748 from 
the Ontario Department of Transport establishing a 40 M.P.H. 
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speed zone on Cawthra Road north of Burnhamthorpe Road. We 
recommend that this be filed. 


3. Wearein receipt of a petition from employees of the Oren- 
da Engines Limited, Malton requesting the installation of traffic 
signals at the intersection of Dixie Road and Derry Road East in 
the Township of Toronto.

There would therefore be a deficit of some $30,500.00 County 
funds. 


Combining the two By-Laws indicates a surplus of $8,800.00 
County funds. Should the Dixie Road subway be considered as a 
commitment for 1963 the combination of the By-Laws would in- 
dicate a deficit of $20,700.00 County funds. 

We have been advised by the County Auditors that the Dixie 
Road subway is not considered as a commitment but it must be 
remembered that if the County portion of this project is trans- 
ferred to By-Law number 1726 to be spent or committed in 1963 
that some $20,700.00 will have to be raised in 1964. 

The above also indicates that the total expenditure in both 
By-Laws will be reduced by some $27,500.00 and therefore any 
transfers within the By-Laws will meet with the approval of the 
Ontario Department of Highways. 

It should be noted that the foregoing is based on estimated 
quantities only and while all Contracts are proceeding very well, 
that is actual quantities used are exceptionally close to the estim- 
ated quantities a final small percentage increase or decrease on any 
of the larger Contracts could result in a sizeable amount of money. 

In summary we would recommend the following: 

1. By-Laws 1725 and 1726 be amended as shown above. 
2. The paving be deleted from Contract 15K-63

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SEPTEMBER REPORT OF PEEL COUNTY POLICE COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Members of Peel County Council: 


Your Police Committee of Peel County Council begs to report 
as follows: 


1. On September 5th at 7.45 p.m. the Committee met in the 
Council Chambers with the Police Chiefs of the Municipalities of 
Peel County: A. M. McCabe, Albion Township; Frank Keates, 
Brampton; J. Nelson, Port Credit; K. E. Sider, Chinguacousy Town- 
ship; G. McGill, Toronto Township; James R. Penfold, Bolton; and 
M. J. Maze, Toronto Gore Township. 


In attendance at the meeting were, His Honour Judge Bruce 
J. S. MacDonald, Chairman, Ontario Police Commission; Assistant 
Commissioner L. Neal, O.P.P. representing Commissioner Eric Silk; 
Former Commissioner Clarke, O.P.P., adviser on Police matters to 
the Commissioner and Attorney General; and the following council 
members; R. W. Speck, T. E. McCollum, J. J. Berney, D. Hooke, G. 
Parker, Mayor J. M. Adamson, and J. W. Fulton. 


2. Only one Police Chief opposed the idea of an integration of 
forces, although he did recommend the formation of a County 
Police Commission comprised of the Warden and men other than 
County Councillors. 


3. All the other Chief Constables were strongly in favour of 
an amalgamated force with all of the inherent advantages such a 
force would offer. 


4. While a strong feeling of mutual respect and co-operative 
assistance, when needed, was expressed by all Chiefs, it was point- 
ed out by Chief McGill that unfortunately such co-operative assis- 
tance in man power and equipment does entail additional costs to 
the ratepayers of the Municipality of the Township of Toronto or for 
that matter to any municipality offering such assistance to another 
municipality. 


5. His Honour Judge MacDonald, in his remarks made the 
following points: 


(a) In researching police matters it was found that there are 
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far too many police forces that are too small, and by very nature 
of their size, too inefficient. 


(vy) That the Attorney-General was pleased and interested in 
the forward thinking of Peel County Council and its action to under- 
take a study of police matters. 


(c) The Ontario Police Commission soundly endorses Peel 
County’s endeavour to look into these matters. 


(d) The Ontario Police Commission has offered to extend 
whatever assistance may be needed to further our investigations 
and follow them through to a successful conclusion. 


6. Asaresult of the September 5th meeting, it was resolved 
that there is a need for a continuing study of a County Police 
System and therefore your committee recommends that Peel 
County Council gives its approval to such further study that may be 
required in the matter.

OCTOBER REPORT OF THE EMERGENCY 
MEASURES COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Emergency Measures begs to report as 
follows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on 
the attached pay sheet totalling $532.28. 


2. The Financial Assistance Project for the fiscal year 1963-64 
was approved by the Provincial and Federal Governments on lst 
September 1963. There were no observations on the project as 
submitted by County Council. 


As approval of the project authorizes expenditures of public 
funds to purchase items of equipment required for training and 
operations, action was taken to procure the balance of the com- 
munications equipment required to complete the County Plan to 
provide emergency communications in Civil or War disaster situ- 
ations. 
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Seven mobile radio sets were purchased and the County has 
now a mobile radio unit available for the County Government and 
each of the ten Municipalities. The ten mobile units are installed in 
vehicles and are operated daily by qualified Radiotelephone Op- 
erators. 


Twenty volunteers commenced a First Aid Course on 25th 
September to qualify for the St. John Ambulance certificate. This 
is the fourth First Aid Course conducted by Mr. Dave Penson of 
the Bell Telephone Co., Brampton. By the end of the current year 
150 persons will have been trained in First Aid. 


Eleven ladies resident in Brampton, Huttonville, Churchville 
and Meadowvale enrolled for a Home Nursing Course which com- 
menced on the 26th September. This is the first attempt at con- 
ducting this type of training and the County is fortunate in having 
Mrs. Gay McLean, R.N., of Brampton, volunteer to conduct this 
important training. A second course will be conducted in January 
and February 1964. 


Following the approval of the Radiological Defence Plan by 
Council, the Plan was submitted to the Provincial Government and 
was approved on 12th September 1963. 


The Federal Government has issued a quantity of instruments 
required to implement the plan and these will be issued to Muni- 
cipalities on the 24th October. 


Due to the technical aspects of employing radiac instruments 
to ascertain the density and dosage of radioactivity in peacetime 
or following the detonation of a nuclear device, a “briefing” will 
be held at the E.M.O. Office on the aforementioned date. The 
object of this will be to acquaint Municipal Clerks, Chief Con- 
stables, Fire Chiefs and Engineers with their responsibilities under 
the plan. 


3. We recommend that the Reeve of each Municipality in- 
struct their Clerk, Police Chief, Fire Chief and Engineer or Works 
Superintendent to attend the meeting at 1.30 P.M. on the 24th of 
October, 1963, to receive brief instructions on the use of the instru- 
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ments and to receive an allocation of these instruments for use in 
the Municipalities.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads Beg to Report as Follows: 


1. We are in receipt of a letter and plans from the Canadian 
National Railways in connection with the installation of automatic

protection at the Canadian National Railway and Dixie Road cross- 
ing in conjunction with the proposed grade separation. We recom- 
mend that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign these plans 
on behalf of the County of Peel. 


2. The approval of the Ontario Department of Transport has 
been received for the installation of traffic signals at the intersec- 
tion of Queen Street and McLaughlin Road. 


The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the Engineer be instructed to proceed with the 
installation of traffic signals at the intersection of Queen Street 
and McLaughlin Road in the Town of Brampton.” 


We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


3. The study to determine if traffic signals are warranted at 
the intersection of Dixie Road and Derry Road East has been com- 
pleted and indicates that signals are now warranted. We recom- 
mend that the Engineer be instructed to forward the results of this 
survey to the Ontario Department of Transport for their approval.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Gentlemen: 


Four members of the Road Committee and the County Engin- 
eer attended the Forty-Fourth Annual Convention of the Canadian 
Good Roads Association in Winnipeg, Manitoba, from September 
30 to October 3, 1963. The following brief summary of this Conven- 
tion is submitted for the information of Council. 
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A technical session was held on Monday afternoon with two in- 
teresting papers given, one on the Use of Epoxies in Highway Main- 
tenance, the other on the Critical Path Method for Heavy Construc- 
tion. Both these papers were of particular interest and were per- 
haps the most useful and informative to the delegates from Peel 
County. 


The formal opening ceremonies commenced on Tuesday with 
the address of welcome being given by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Province of Manitoba, the Minister of Public Works of the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba and the Mayor of the City of Winnipeg. This was 
followed by the annual review of the Association by the President. 
The General Session then commenced with a paper on Urban Free- 
ways and Public Transit. The afternoon session was divided into 
two sections, one being Soils and Materials and the other Econom- 
ics, Finance and Administration. The Economics session was devoted 
to several papers outlining and discussing various methods of fin- 
ancing highway construction. 


Wednesday morning the various Provincial Road Builders 
Associations outlined developments in the construction field and 
discussed the problems and accomplishments of contractors. The 
Technical Sessions in the afternoon were devoted to the Geometric 
Design of Highways and Bridges and Structures. A paper on the 
Condition of Asphalt Surfaced Concrete Bridge Decks in Ontario 
was presented and outlined the extent of deterioration that can take 
place in a concrete deck before becoming apparent. 


Thursday morning the Deputy Ministers of the various Pro- 
vinces gave reports on the progress and problems of the different 
Provincial Highway Authorities. The afternoon Technical Sessions 
were divided between Pavement Design and Evaluation and Mun- 
icipal Roads and Streets. A debate was held on the advisability of 
Municipal Councils giving preference to local contractors in con- 
tract awards. 


The guest speaker at the Annual Dinner held on Tuesday 
evening was the Hon. Duff Roblim, Premier of the Province of 
Manitoba. 
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Your Committee found this Convention most informative and 
of more particular interest than some of the previous Conventions 
and are therefore pleased to submit this summary of the proceed- 
ings for the information of County Council.

NOVEMBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Ontario Department 
of Transport regarding a petition forwarded to the Department by 
the County that was received regarding the existing speed limits on 
Dixie Road. The Department have suggested that their Traffic 
Engineering Branch will further investigate this matter if it is 
the wish of the Committee. We recommend that the Engineer be 
instructed to request the Department to further investigate this 
matter. 


2. We are in receipt of a letter from the Department of 
Transport regarding the closing of a portion of the Indian Line 
between the Townships of Toronto and Etobicoke. We recommend 
that the Clerk be instructed to acknowledge receipt of this letter 
and to advise the Department of Transport that the road in question 
wil! be closed by By-law by the Township of Toronto and that upon 
receipt of this By-law from the Township that the necessary con- 
firming By-law will be passed by the County. 


3. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Ontario Department 
of Transport regarding the erection of a sign at the new Depart- 
ment of Transport Driver Training School on Dixie Road. We 
recommend that the Department be advised that this proposal 
does not contravene any County regulation. 


4. Approval has been received from the Ontario Department 
of Transport for the instal‘ation of traffic signals at the intersec- 
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tion of Dixie Road and Derry Road East in the Township of Toronto. 
The following resolution was passed by your committee: ‘Resolved 
that the Engineer be instructed to proceed with the installation of 
traffic signals at the intersection of Dixie Road and Derry Road 
East, Township of Toronto.’”’ We recommend the approval of this 
resolution. 


5. We are in receipt of a letter from Mr. D. Brettell who is 
the owner of part of Lot 17, Concession 6 E.H.S. Township of 
Chinguacousy. Mr. Brettell has requested that he receive title 
to an unopened road allowance adjacent to his property. This 
matter has been previously considered by Council and the decision 
of Council was that this road allowance would be closed and rever- 
ted to the property owner if the necessary costs were assumed by 
the property owner. We recommend that the County Land Pur- 
chaser be instructed to so advise Mr. Brettell and should Mr. 
Brettell decide to proceed with this matter, that the County 
Solicitor be instructed to prepare the necessary By-law. 


6. Weare in receipt of a letter from a Mr. V. W. Armstrong 
regarding the intersection of County Road No. 7 and No. 11. We 
recommend that this be referred to the Engineer for reply. 


7. Weare in receipt of a letter from a Mr. R. H. Ponsford the 
owner of part of Lot 28, Concession 4 W.H.S. Township of Chin- 
guacousy, regarding construction works that have affected his 
property. We recommend that this be referred to the Engineer 
for a report. 


8. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Central Peel District 
High School Board requesting sidewalks and traffic signals on 
Kennedy Road in the Town of Brampton. These requests are for 
matters under the jurisdiction of the Town of Brampton, and since 
these matters have been considered by the Town, we recommend 
that no action be taken by the County. 


9. We are in receipt of a letter from the County Solicitor ip 
reply to a request to determine if the County has the necessary 
authority to pass a By-law to prohibit trucks from using Mississ- 
auga Road in the Township of Toronto. The Solicitor has advised 
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the County does not have the necessary authority to enact such a 
By-law. We recommend that the Clerk advise the Township of 
Toronto of the Solicitor’s opinion and also suggest to the Township 
that after this road is reconstructed in 1964, that it could then. be 
reverted to the Township and the necessary By-law enacted by the 
Township. 


10. The Committee have considered the opinion of the County 
Solicitor with respect to a possible commitment on the construction 
expenditures for 1963. The following resolution was passed by your 
Committee: ‘““Whereas the County of Peel, in adopting the Capital 
construction road programme for the year 1963, approved an 
estimated cost of $1,275,000.00 with the County share being 
$600,000.00; And whereas on opening final tenders the County 
share could exceed $600,000.00 by the sum of $30,000.00; There- 
fore be it resolved that the County Clerk be instructed to request 
the Ontario Municipal Board to change their order under File 
1731-63 dated Friday, the 31st day of May, 1963, to read that the 
borrowing for such purpose would not exceed the sum of 
$630,000.00” We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


11 We are in receipt of a resolution from the Town of 
Riverside regarding the reduction in speed zones adjacent to 
schools. We recommend that this resolution be endorsed. 


12. We are in receipt of a letter from the Town of Streets- 
ville requesting the County to ratify By-law No. 63-31 of the Town 
of Streetsville prohibiting engine whistling at certain highway 
crossings with the Canadian Pacific Railway. We recommend that 
the necessary By-law be passed by Council. 


13. We are in receipt of a letter from the Peel Village 
Developments Limited requesting compensation for lands ex- 
propriated in conjunction with the widening of Steeles Avenue. 
Since this matter is presently under negotiation, we recommend 
that this matter be deferred for further consideration by the 
Committee. 


14. Road widenings have been obtained in conjunction with 
the construction of the Canadian National Railways and Dixie 
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Road Subway. The following resolution was passed by your Com- 
mittee: ‘Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign 
the expropriation plan for Parts of Blocks “F” and “H” Registered 
Plan No. 636, Block “‘B’’, Registered Plan No. 640 and Block “A”, 
Registered Plan No. 676, Township of Chinguacousy.” We recom- 
mend the approval of this resolution. 


15. The Committee have been unable to negotiate a settle- 
ment for lands required in conjunction with the construction of 
the 9th Line Bridge in the Township of Toronto Gore. The follow- 
ing resolution was passed by your Committee: “Resolved that the 
Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the expropriation plan for 
Part of Lot 3, Concession 10, Township of Toronto Gore.” We 
recommend the approval of this resolution. 


16. Settlements have been negotiated for all but three prop- 
erty purchases for the widening of County Road No. 7 from County 
Road No. 11 to Mono Mills. The following resolution was passed 
by your Committee: “Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be 
authorized to sign the expropriation plan being parts of lots 
Numbered 16 to 21 inclusive in the Township of Caledon and lots:

AND WHEREAS each of the said By-laws provides that the 
debentures authorized thereby shall bear interest at the rate of 
Five and One-Half Per Cent (512%) per annum and that the princi- 
pal of the debt shall be repayable in yearly sums during the period 
provided in such By-taws and shown in Schedule “A” hereto; 


AND WHEREAS the Ontario Municipal Board has approved 
the purposes of the respective borrowings mentioned in said By-

DECEMBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Department of Mun- 
icipal Affairs acknowledging receipt of the Resolution of the Town 
of Riverside and endorsed by the County of Peel, regarding the 
speed limits in school zones. We recommend that this be filed. 


2. Wearein receipt of a letter from the Metropolitan Toronto 
and Region Conservation Authority in reply to the request of the 
County for a contribution to the construction of the Hickman 
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Street Bridge in the Village of Bolton. The Authority have advised 
that since the Bolton Community Conservation Area was designed 
to eliminate the necessity of using the Hickman Street Bridge as 
an access, that the Authority would not be justified in contributing 
to the cost of this bridge. We recommend that a copy of this letter 
be forwarded to the Village of Bolton. 


3. We are in receipt of two resolutions from the County of 
Bruce regarding Class B Highways and the refund on beverage 
bottles. We recommend that these resolutions be received. 


4. Welare in receipt of the approval of the Ontario Municipal 
Board authorizing the debenture issue for capital expenditures in 
the amount of $30,000.00. We recommend that this be received. 


o. We are in receipt of the deed from the County Solicitor 
for a land transfer in conjunction with the expropriation of a road 
widening of part of Lot 17, Concession 5 W.H.S., Township of 
Chinguacousy. We recommend that the Warden and Clerk be 
authorized to execute this on behalf of the County. 


6. We have been advised by the Engineer that the Dixie- 
Burnhamthorpe intersection now meets the standard warrants for 
the installation of traffic signals. We recommend that the Engineer 
be instructed to forward this intersection survey to the Ontario 
Department of Transport for approval. 


7. The Engineer was instructed to contact the Trustees for 
the Police Village of Malton and to advise the Trustees that the 
County is considering passing a By-Law to prohibit parking on the 
Malton Airport Road from Derry Road East to the southern bound- 
ary of the Police Village. We have been advised by the Trustees 
that in their opinion the execution of this By-Law would impose a 
hardship to the business establishments on this road. The recom- 
mendation of the Committee is that the necessary By-Law be passed 
to prohibit parking only on the east side of this road. 


8. The Committee have considered the advisability of passing 
a By-Law to regulate the placing of signs and gasoline pumps 
adjacent to roads under the jurisdiction of the County. The recom- 
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mendation of the Committee is that this By-Law be passed by 
Council. 


9. The Construction of the Claireville Bridge in conjunction 
with the Claireville reservoir and dam project is being constructed 
jointly by the Conservation Authority and the County of Peel as 
per a recent agreement executed by Council. Fifty per cent of the 
total cost is to be borne by the County. In order to be eligible for 
the normal subsidies, it is necessary to submit the details. of the 
tender award and a resolution accepting the low tender to the On- 
tario Department of Highways. The following resolution was pass- 
ed by your Committee: “Resolved that the tender received for the 
Metropolitan Toronto and Region Conservation Authority for the 
construction of the Claireville Bridge be accepted as per tender’ 
submitted by Starrino-Cesaroni Limited at unit prices totalling 
$204,838.80. Subject to the approval of the Ontario Department of 
Highways.”’ We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


10. Weare in receipt of a report from the Engineer regarding 
a letter from Mr. R. H. Ponsford of Cheltenham. The Engineer has 
advised that construction works which did affect the subject prop- 
erty were carried out in a workmanlike manner and that in his 
opinion the County have no further liability in this matter. We 
recommend that Mr. Ponsford be so advised.
